New Office of 
Emergency 
Communications 


A new Office of Emergency 
Communications,absorbing some 
of the personnel of the FCC’S 
Conelrad project, which is being 
discontinued as of June 30, was 
established last week by the Com- 
mission, It will be responsible 
for communications emergency 
preparedness functions delegated 
to FCC by executive order sev- 
eral months ago, 

The new office, under the FCC 
order will “prepare and recom- 
mend national emergency plans 
and develop preparedness pro- 
grams covering provisions of 
service by common carriers, 
broadcasting facilities, and the 
safety and special radio services; 
assignment of radio frequencies 
to Commission licensees under 
emergency conditions; and the 
protection, reduction of vulnera- 
bility, maintenance, and restora- 
tion of facilities operated by 
its licensees in an emergency.” 

In addition, it will develop plans 
to assure continuity of FCC oper- 
ations in an emergency, Thenew 
group will absorb the Defense 
Coordination Division now in the 
office of the FCC Executive Di- 
rector, 

In taking the action and ter- 
minating Conelrad, the FCC 
pointed to a Defense Department 
Statement that ‘‘technical de- 
velopments since Conelrad was 
established in 1950 no longer 
make it necessary to consider 
radio transmission as possible 
guides to enemy planes and mis- 
Sles,’’ 

A Statement prepared to ex- 
plain ‘to. Office of Emergency 
Planning Regional Directors the 
lineup in the telecommunications 
field also has described the new 
FCC-OEP relationship, Under 
the executive order, some re- 
sponsibilities of the OEP Direct- 
ar of Telecommunications Mana- 
gement in the civilian area were 
transferred to the FCC,

A better subject .... . here 
in Florida we have an abundance 
of talent in many facets of ama- 
teur radio. It is an idea long 


* nurtured that if this talent could 


come forth and share some of 
their experience and knowledge 
we could have an up-grading 
of operation and an opening of 
new interests, 

Consider the fact that Florida 
is somewhat unique inasmuch 
as we have many ‘‘retired’’ ama- 
teurs whose experiences reach 
back to the early days. Some 
of these men are well known 
in radio for other than their 
amateur accomplishments as 
well, But they do have one 
thing in common and this is 
their interest and accomplish-

cation, I feel that if these fel- 
lows were to become interested 
in a particular facet of ama- 
tuer radio they would remain 
active participating hams and 
therefore contribute something 
to the overall good, What is 
needed is the opportunity for

DX In Florida 


.By C.J. Bolvin, W4LVV 


Last month we answered one 
of the **most asked questions’’ 
about DX: ‘‘How to get the 
confirmation’, This month we 
will go ‘way out on the limb 
and try to answere another; “Why 
is it that even with your lousy 
location, home made beam, short 
tower, crumby rotator, and beat 
up twelve year old receiver, you 
seem to hear so much more 
rare DX thanI do? My receiver 
is the latest SPFLX79Z6-3, and 
I have stacked quads rotatable 
to one degree accuracy --~- and 
all I hear are DL, G, and OK 
--- do you REALLY work these 
guys or are you making up and 
the calls you write in the log?” 

This is a good spot for a short 
story. Some years ago, being 
a little upset by several ‘‘dx 
beginners’’ calling CQ DX al- 
most on top of a station I wished 
to work, I figured I could get 
them all quieted down and busy 
listening instead of causing QRM 
by my calling ‘‘ AC4RF’’, long and 
slow, This was pure invention - - 
even when AC4RF WAS ontheair, 
I never could hear him! I found 
my theory for getting that sec- 
tion of the band quieted down 
was approximately 99 percent 
wrong, I think perhaps one DXer 
really started to listen for the 
AC4, Ten others called me, 
asking for the frequency. At 
a rough estimate, 300 others 
started calling the AC4, For 
nearly an hour, the lower fifty 
KC of twenty meters was use- 
less, I never did it again, So 
if W4LVV is heard calling a Dx 
station, you can be sure that 
station is really being heard, 
and at a level thatgives reason- 
able assurance he will be heard 
answering, even when the pack 
who are NOT hearing him con- 
tinue their hopeless calls, 

First, to collect your share 
of the rare ones, you must have 
some idea of when to expect 
them, Basically this requires 
a good working knowledge of 
‘‘what time it is’? -- you’ve 
no doubt heard comments about 
the guy who was so dumbhe didn’t 
know what time it was! In DXing, 
it can be just as true, [If itis 
three o’clock in the morning 
in Bombay, it is almost wish- 
ful thinking to expect to hear 
a VU or AP station, Propa- 
gation experts might say that 
conditions between W4 and VU 


are perfect at that hour, but 
face the facts: Very few hams 
in India stay up until three in the 


morning! Since there are very ' 


few hams there anyway, the per- 
centage of screwballs who do stay 
up being about the same as in 
the USA, the chances of working 
that area at that time of THEIR 
day drops to rather puny odds, 
The same reasoning can be ap- 


plied to any area of the world, 


Next, still asking “what time is 
it?’’, know what day it is --- 
not here, but there! Remember 
that Friday night in Florida is 
Saturday afternoon in Australia! 
Statistics will prove that more 
hams are active Saturday after- 
noon thru Sunday that at any other 
time of the week, You may be 
active, here in Florida , Sunday 
evening but don’t expect to work 
many hams on the other side of 
the world! For them, it’s al- 
ready Monday morning and they 
are on their way to work! On 
““week-days’’, figure that most 
hams around the world are about 
like us, They have a few min- 
utes in the morning and possibly 
an hour or two in the evening, 
Therefore your best time to look 
is between five and eight AM and 
seven and eleven PM --= not your 
time, but the time at the DX 
station! 

Having finally learned “what 
time it is’’, you now apply some 
knowledge of ‘best propagation 
path’’ tothe problem, USUALLY, 
for 3.5 to 14 me, this is the 
path the greatest percentage of 
which is still in darkness, For 
21 and 28 (and 50 me for you 
VHF DxXers! ) it is the path 
which has the most sunlight. 


Ten seconds of thinking about this 


will show that the most direct 
path, by the map, may not work 
at all, Instead, you must re- 
verse the beam and work them the 
**long way round’’, It is exact- 
ly this condition that makes the 
Asians scarce during periods of 
low sun-spot activity. Your sig- 
nal is bounced off the ionized 
layers several times on its way 
around to the other side of. the 
world, so if the layers aren’t 
there, or are only slightly ionized 
---no bounce! Another good 
‘‘beam-route’’ is the one which 
follows the ‘‘edge’’ of the sun- 
light-darkness mark, Using this 
takes considerably more study 
than we can go into here, but by 
rigging up a globe, you can pro- 
bably figure it out yourself --- 
don’t forget the season! Optimum 
conditions may exist for only a 
few minutes, and for a specific

Spring Drill Report 


The annual Florida Spring AREC 

Exercise had its good side and 
its gloomy side, But overall, 
it proved one basic fact, Our 
local AREC organizations need 
a lot of work in most counties, 
We’re strong on long-haul com- 
munications on commerical pow- 
er, But we’re weak on local 
communications and emergency 
power operations of all sorts, 

There are counties and cities 
which are conspicuous excep- 
tions to these generalizations, 
W4QVJ, Ed Cushing, SCM 
Eastern Florida; ‘Evidently 
many operators have truly been 
trained to handle traffic efficient- 
ly through the past exercises and 
they came through in fine style 
on all the nets that I monitored, 

‘‘Nets A and B seemingly were 
slow to start ---called many 
times on these frequencies be- 
fore any activity finally came 
to pass, The high prevalent 
QRN levels throughout the test 
hampered the AM boys much 
more than SSB or CW, Nature 
provided some semblance of 
difficult operating conditions that 
actually were (in my opinion) 
welcome and helped add a touch 
of realism... 

‘‘QFEN was a busy condition 
when I monitored and all was 
under control with no stackup, 

‘‘Net C was a real horse for 
activity and efficiency, They 
carried the load evidently and 
very little traffic had long-dated 
time groups, 

“Understand that RTTY. was 
not effective, 

‘‘Apparently an effort should 
be made to get even greater 
VHF local coverage between 
county elements and Key Cities. 
Back-up links through HF bands 
readily available apparently, 
‘‘Only real sour note came at 
beginning, Received 7 mes- 
sages from Gainesville group 
who were not participating in 
the SET as a protest against 
Conditional class proposals (by 
ARRL). Why they should boy- 
cott SET, a Florida activity, 
is difficult to understand, This 
exercise being designed to aid 
and assist the residents of the 
state is somewhat removed from 
ARRL licensing proposals what- 
ever they may be, 

*‘Hope that when a real emer- 
gency crops up we will handle 
it in as good a fashion as this 
test,’’

Eastern Florida Manager Net D 
(QFEN) ‘No record was made 
of stations using emergency 
power but it is believed that 
there were very few, This ap- 
pears proper in view of the 
very limited scope of each in- 
dividual simulated emergency 
problem, 

‘*Thirty four stations QNI, 154 

messages were handled,’’ 
Lonnie Pafford K4OTJ, DEN=6 
Manager, Miami: “Handled 68 
QTC, worked fourcounties, Thir- 
ty amateurs participated in six 
meters, Four mobiles, fixed sta- 
tions. with emergency power,’’ 
A surprising number of ECs 
did not report and presumably 
did not conduct any sort of ex- 
ercise, 
_Many who did conduct exercises 
discovered unpleasant things they 
didn’t know about before, 
WA4DED, EC Jackson County, 
discovered that emergency power 
thought to be available on call 
was not available at all, 

W4IET found his generator was 
inadequate, W4ACT’s generator 
broke down at the last minute, 
K4YPI, EC Leon, had to struggle 
to find a barely workable mo- 
bile, Emergency power was 
scarce. WA4GDS had to cancel 
the drill in half an hour because 
of interference between two VHF 
channels used for local nets, 

In short, if we had had a real 
emergency of the Donna variety, 
which is actually a whole rash 
of small emergencies, we would 
have been in almost as bad a 
shape as we were in 1960, 

Many counties showed their 
muscles tobe in fine trim, Miami, 
Ft, Walton Beach, Orlando,Pen- 
sacola, Ft, Lauderdale, to name 
several of the outstanding ex- 
amples, could have given good 
account of themselves in any 
disaster, 

As expected, we proved strong 
in long-haul communications on 
commercial power, Our weak- 
est points were almost invariably 
local communications and any 
kind of communication on 
emergency power, 

Gasoline generators admittedly 
are major items of expense for 
a privately owned station, Yet, 
it should be possible for a club 
to obtain a generator, keep it 


.in use, at least in weekly tests, 


either at a club station or at 
the home of one of the members, 
There is no substitute for gaso- 
line generators and mobiles when 
the power is off and you need 
communications, 

That, perhaps, is the message
